THE cliiefobjects of the Society are to promote the Arts, Manufactures, and 
Commerce of this Kingdom, by giving honorary or pecuniary Rewards, as 
«eem to them best adapted to the case, for all such useful Inventions, Discoveries, 
Snd Improvements, (though not mentioned in this book) as tend to that purpose ; 
and, in pursuance of this plan, the Society have already expended above Fifty 
Thousand Pounds, advanced by voluntary subscriptions of their members, and 
legacies bequeathed. 

'I'he Register of the Premiums and BouQtics they have given, which may be 
seen at the Society's house in the Jdelphi, will show the very great advantages 
■which the Public have derived from this Institution. 

The meetings of the Societ y are held every Wednesday, ai seven o'clock in the 
cvenin;;, from the fourth Wednesday in October U> t\ie first Wednesday in June, 
The several Committees meet on other evenings in .the week during tiie session, 
as particularly mentioned in their printed book of Rules and Orders. 

In order still farther topromote.thelaudableViewsof the Society, itmay be 
aecessary .to explain the mode by which members are elected. 

Each member has the privilege, at the meetings of the Society, or by letter to 
the Secretary, to propose any person who is desirous to become a member, pro- 
vided the proposal contains the name, with the full addition, and place of abode, 
.of .the proposed member, and is signed by three members of the Society. 

'Peers .or the .Realm or Lords of Parliament are, on their being proposed, im- 
mediately balloted for > the names of other persons proposed to become Mem^ 
bers are to be delivered to the Secretary, read at the next meeting of the Society, 
and then inserted in lists which are hung up in the Society's room : they are bal- 
loted for at the second following ordinary meeting. In both cases, if two-thirds 
of the members then jioting ballot in their favour, *hcy are deemed perpetual 
membersupon paymentofjiot less than Twenty Cuineasin one sum, orsubscrib- 
ing members upon payment Oif any sum not less than Two Guineas annually. 

All members are entitled to vole and assist in all the business of the Society, 
and thC'Several Committees. The members have also the privilegeof recommends 
ing two persons as auditors at the meetings of the Society, and by addressings 
note to the housekeeper, of introducin!; their friends to examine the various 
Models, Machines, and Productions, in different branches of Arts, Manufactures, 
iand Commerce, for whicji rewards .liave been bestowed ; also to inspect the mag- 
nificent series of moraland historical Paintings, executed by the late J. Barry, 
Esq.. which, with some valuable Busts, Statues, &c. decorate the Great Room. 

Members have the use of the Society's Library, which is valuable and annually 
increasing, from donations of-scientific and useful books and engravings. The

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The candidates for planting all kinds of 
trees are to mention the nature of the soil, 
to produce certificates that the respective 
plantations are properly fenced and secured, 
and particularly to state the condition of 
the plants at the time of signing such certifi- 
cates, ^njf information which the candidates 
for the folloaittg premiums may choose to 
communicate, relative to the methods made 
use of in forming the plantations, orpromot' 
ing the growth of the several trees, or any 
other observations that maij have occurred 
on the subject, will be thankfully received. 

It is the intention of the Society, that 
such lands only as are not calculated for the 
purposes of Husbandry, should be employ- 
ed for the purposes specified in these adver- 
tisements relative to plantations. 

Article 1. Acorns. 

FOR having set between the first of Oc- 
tober, 1809, and the first of April, 1810, 
the greatest quantity of land, not less than 
tenacres, withacoms, with or without seeds, 
cuttings, or plants of other trees, at the op- 
tion of the candidate 5 and for effectually 
fencing and preserving the siimr, in order 
to raise timber; the gold medal. 

2. For the second greatest quantity of 
land, not less than live acres, set agreeably 
Jo the above conditions ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of setting agreeably to the 
Sbove conditions, and that there are not 
fewer than three hundred young oaks on each 
acre, (o be delivered to the Society on or 
before the first Tuesday in December, 1811. 

3. Raiding Oaks. To the person who 
shall have raised, since the year 1807, the 
greatest number of oaks, not fewer than five 
thousand, either from young plants or acorns, 
in order to secure a succession of oak timber 
in this kingdom; the gold medal. 

4. Forthe next greatest number, not fewer 
than three thousand; the silver med.al. 

Certificates that there were on the land, at 
least the number of young oak trees requir- 
ed, in a thriving condition, two years after 
ihe planting, with an account of the methods 
pursued in makingand mamiging the planta- 
tion, to be produced to the Society on or be- 
fore the first Tuesday in January, 1812. 

5. AsCERTAINI^iG THE BEST METH0I> OP 

RAISING Oaks. To the person who shall as- 
pertain in the best manner, by act'ial expe- 
riments, the comparative merits of (lie dif- 
ferent modes of raising oaks for timber, ei- 
ther from acorns set on land properly dug or 
tilled, from cacorns sot by t)ie spade or dib- 
ble, without digging or tillage, either oil a 
smooth surface, or among bushes, fern, or 
other cover : or from young plants previous- 
ly raised in nurseries, and transplanted ; re- 
gard being had to the expense, growth, and 
other respective advantages of the several 
incthods ; the gold medal. 

The accounts and proper certificates, that 
.Hot less than one acre has been cultivated iu 



each mode, to be produced to the Society 
on or before the first Tuesday in November, 
1811. 

(5; Chesncts. For having sown or set, 
between the first of October, 1809, and the 
first of April, 1810, the greatest quantity of 
land, not less than six acres, with Spanish 
chesnnts, with or without seeds, cuttings, or 
plants of other trees, adapted to such soil, 
at Ihe aption of the candidate ; and for ef- 
fectually fencing and preserving the same, 
ia order to raise timber ; the gold medal. 

7. For the second greatest quantity, not 
less than four .^cres ; the silver medal. 

Cerii^cflto of sowing or setting,agreeably 
to the above conditions, atid (hat there are 
not fewer t!ian three hundred chesnut planti 
in a thriving st.ile, on each acre, to be de- 
livered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesday in January, 1812. 

8. Elm. For having planted the greatest 
number of the English elm, not less than 
eight thousand, between the twenty-fourth 
of June, 1809, and the twenty-fourth of 
June, 1810; and forhavingeflVctually fenc- 
ed and preserved the same in order to raise 
timber : the gold medal. 

9. For the second greatest number, not 
less than five thousand ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of having planted agreeably 
to the above conditions, that the plants were 
in a healthy and thriving state two years at 
least after making the plantation, and spe- 
cifying the distance of the plants, to be de- 
livered to the Society on or before the first 
Tuesd.iy in April, 1812. 

U). i.ARCK. For having planted out, be- 
tween the twenty-fourth of June, 1808, 
and the twenty-fourth of June, 1809, the 
greatest number of larch trees, not fewer 
than five thousand, and for having effectu- 
ally fenced and jireserved the same in order 
to raise timber ; the gold medal. 

11. For the next greatest number, not 
fewer than three thousand ; tbesilvermedal. 

Certificates of the number of plants, that 
they were in a healthy and thriving state two 
years at least after they were planted out, 
with a general account of the methods used 
in making the plantation, to be delivered 
to the Society on or before the last Tuesday 
in December, 1811. 

N. B. The larch trees may be planted, 
either mixed with other trees, or by them- 
selves, as may best suit the convenience of 
the planter. 

12. Ash. For having sown or set, in the 
year 1807, the greatest quantity of land, 
not less than six acres, with ash for timber, 
with or without seed, cuttings, or plants, 
of sucli other trees as are adapted to the 
soil; the gold medal. 

13. For Ihe next greatest quantity, not 
less than four acres ; the silver medal. 

Certificates of the sowing or setting, 
agreeably to the above conditions, that 
there are not fewer than six hundred ash 
plants on each acre, ia athrivingand healthy 
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Gondition, two years at least after the sow- 
ing or settins;, with a general account of tiie 
methods used in making (he plantation; to 
be delivered to the Society on or before^the 
last Tuesday in December, 1811. 

14. Forest trees. To the person who 
shall have enclosed and planted, or set, the 
greatest number of acres (not less than ten) 
of land, that is incapableof being ploughed, 
such as the borders of rivers, the sides of 
precipices, and any land that has too many 
rocks, or that is not calculated to repay the 
expense of tillage, owing to the surface be- 
ing too hilly, mountainous, or otherwise un- 
fit for tillage, with the best sorts of forest 
treesy namely, oak, Spanish chesnuts, ash, 
dm, beech, alder, willow, larch, spruce, and 
silver fir, with or without screens of Scotch 
fir,. adapted to the soil, and intended for 
timber trees, between the first of October, 
l«08, aadthefirstof April, 1809; the gold 
medal. 

15. For the second greatest quantity of 
land, not less than seven acres; the silver 
medal. 

A particular account of the methods used 
in makingand managing the plantations, the 
nature of the soil, the probable number of 
each sort of plants, together with proper 
certificates that they were in a healthy and 
thriving state two years at least after mak- 
ing the plantation, to be delivered to the 
Society on or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1811. 

If. li. With the above forest trees, the 
seeds, cuttings, or plants, of such oilier trees 
as are adapted to the soil, and proper for un- 
derwood, may or may not be intermixed. 

16. Norway Fir Seedunss. To the 
person who shall have planted in the united 
kingdom, during the year 181 1, the greatest 
number, not less than two thousand, of red 
wood and white wood, Norway fir seed- 
lings, at sufiicient distances from each other, 
to stand for timber trees ; the gold medal. 

Certificates of the number of plants, that 
they were in a thriving state two years at 
lea9t,after they were planted out, with a 
general account of the method used in 
making the plantation, to be delivered to 
tlie Society, on or before the first Tuesday 
in December, 1814. 

N: B. It is recommended to plant the 
seedlings of about three or four years growth, 
and in a moderately good soil, somewhat 
sheltered; the wood from the district of 
Christiania is esteemed the best for car- 
penters and joiners n?e; and for spars and 
upers. the trees near to Long Sound, are 
most valued. 

17. Walnut Trees. For having planted 
the greatest number of walnut (roes, not 
less than five hundred, between the 21th of 
.Tune, 1809vandthe24lhof June, 1810, and 
£or.ha?ring effectually fenced and preserved 
the same, in order to raise timber ; the gold 
medal. 

18. For the next greatest number, not 
fewer than three hundred ; the silver medal. 



Certificates of having planted agreesAly 
to the above conditions, and that the plant) 
were in a healthy and thriving state, two 
years at least after making the plantations, 
and specifying the distance of the plants 
from each other, to be delivered to the So- 
ciety, on or before the first Tuesday in 
April, 1812. 

19. Securing Plantations op Timber 
Trees, and Hedge Rows. To the person 
who shall give to the Society the most satis- 
factory account, founded on experience, of 
the most effectual and least expensive me- 
thod of securing young plantations of timber 
trees, and hedge rows, from hares and rab- 
bits, as well as sheepand large cattle, which 
at the same time shall be least subject to the 
depredations of wood-steaters ; the silver 
medal. 

The accounts^ and certijlcates of the effi- 
cacy of the method, to be produced to the 
Society on or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1811. 

20. Comparative Culture op Wheat, 
broad-cast, drilled, and dibbled. For 
the best set of experiments, made on not less 
than twelve acres, four of which to be sown 
broad-cast, four drilled, and four dibbled, the 
twolatterin equidistant rows, in order fully 
to ascertain which is the most adv<intageous 
mode of cnltivating wheat; the geld medal. 

It is required that every operation and ex- 
pense of each mode of culture be fully de- 
scribed : and that proper certificates of the 
nature and condition of the land on which 
the experiments were made, together with 
an account of the produce of the corn, the 
weight per bushel, and also of the straw, be 
produced to the Society on or before the 
first Tuesday in February, 1812. 

21. Beans AND Wheat. To the person 
who shall have dibbled or drilled between 
the first of December, 1810, and the first of 
April, ISIl, the gre;itcst quantity of land, 
not less than ten acres, with beans, in equi- 
distant rows, and hoed the intervals twice 
or oftoHcr, and shall have sown the same 
land with wheat in the autumn of the year 
1810; tliegold medal. 

It is required that an account of the sort 
and qunniily of beans, the time of dibbling 
or drilling, and of reaping or mowing them, 
the produce per acre thrashed, the expense 
of dibbling or drilling, band or horse hoe- 
ing, the diflance of the rows, and the qua- 
lity of the soil, together with certificates of 
the number of acres, and that the land was 
afterwards actually sown with wheat, be 
produced on or before the second Tuesday 
in March, 1812. 

22. Beans. To the person who, in the 
yfar 18J0, sliall discover and cultivate, ei- 
ther by the drill or dibbling method, on not 
lets than five acres, a species of horse-beans 
or tick-beans, that will ripen their seeds 
before the 21st of August ; (he silver intdal. 

It is required that a particular account of 
the bean, the cultivation, and the expense 
attending it, with proper certijicaies of the 
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Bnture anti condition of (he land on \vhicli 
Uie experiments were maile, togetlier with 
gp account of the produce, the weight per 
jjyin^licster bi(shel, and a sample of not (ess 
fhan a peck, be jiroiiuced to the Society on 
or before the first Tuesday in December, 
i^ll. it is apprehended that if a bean 
should b^ brovight into cultivation with the 
tiabifs of the hotspur, or other early peas, 
(hat it W'oiild in a great measure escape the 
danger arising from the eollier-insect, or 
oth?r insects, and allow move time for the 
farmers to till (lie land for the subsequent 
I- op of wheat. T'ie accounts and certifi- 
aitcs to be delivered on or before the first 
Tuesday in December, ISir. 
, 23. Parsnips. To the person who in 
the year 1810, shall cultivate the greatest 
quanti(y of land, not less than five acres, 
with parsnips, for the sole purpose of feed- 
ing cattle or sheep ; thv gold modal. 

Certificates of the quantity of land so 
cultivated, with a particular account of the 
nature of the soil and weight of the produce 
on sixteen perches,, and also of the condi- 
tion of the cattle or sheep fed with the 
paiiinips, and the advantages resulting from 
the practice, to be produced to the Siiciety 
on or before the second Tuesday in. Feb- 
ruary, 1812. 

. 24. Bpcic: Wheat. To the person who 
^hall, cultivate the greatest quantity of land 
with bu9k wheat, not less than thirty acre^ ; 
the gold medal. 

It is required that the time of sowing and 
reaping be noticed ; alsoa particular account 
of tlie, species, cul,tiva.tion, and expense at- 
iendingit, tjiemanner of reaping it, thrash- 
ing It, and housing the grain ; with proper 
ctrtijictttf.s ol; l^ie nature and condition of the 
land on which the experiments were made, 
and (^le name of the cropj if any, Avl|i.ch tlie 
sapie.land bore the preceding year, together 
with an account o^ the produce, and a sam- 
jile of the seedj not less than a (juart, be 
produced to the Society on or before the 
sefoijdljuesday ip, January, 1812. 

2.5. For the next greatest quantity, not 
les^ than fifteen acres, on similar condi- 
tions; t)ie silver medal.

28. Raising Grass Seeds. To the per- 
son who shall raise the greatest quan tl ty of 
each of any of the following named grasi 
seeds, viz. — Meadow fox-tail (alopccnru; 
pratensis), sweet-scentc<l vernal grass (ari- 
thoxantiium odoratum), Timothy grass (phlc- 
um (irateiisc), meadow fescue grass (festuca 
pra(ensis), saiooth-stalked mcadoVv grass 
(poa pratensis),' rough-stalked meadow grass 
(poa trivialis); the silver medal. 

It is required that certificates froii) person? 
who have viewed them iu a proper stale, to 
identify that they are one or other of the 
seeds above-mentioned, indicating clearly 
the particular species, and noticing the 
quantity produced of such seeds, fr<fe from 
weeds or mixture of other grasses, together 
with proper samples of the seeds, be p.ro'- 
diiced to the Society on or before the firSt 
day of February, 1812. ^ 

29. Preserving Turnips. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society the 
best and cheapest method of preserving tiiri 
nips perfectly sound,- and in every respect 
fit for the purpose of supporting and fatten- 
ing sheep and neat cattle during the months 
of February, filarch, and April; the gold 
medal; >■ 

It is required thai a full and accurate ac- 
count of the method cinpl^oyed, and the ex- 
pense aitending the process, t;<jgetlier witlj 
certificates (hat the produce of four acres at 
the least have been preserved according to 
the inetl.KHl described, and applied to, the 
feedi.ng of sheep and neat, cattle ; that the 
Whole were drawn out of the ground before 
the first (lay of February, iii Order to clear 
the greater part of it previous to its being 
prepared foi- corn, and to save the soil from 
being exhausted by the turnips; and .also of 
the weight of an average sixteen perches of 
the crop ; be produced to the Society on 
or before (he first Tuesday in Decemberj 
1811. 

30. For the next in quantity and m^rlt, 
on not less than two acres ; the silver med.al. 

31. Preserving Cabbagies. To the 
person who shall discover to the Society the 
best and cheajiest niethod of preserving 
drum-headed cabbages perfectly sound, and 
in every respect fit for (he purpose of sup^ 
porting and fattening sheep and neat cattle 
during the months of February, March, and 
April; the gold medaj. 

32. For the next in quantity and merits 
on riot less than two acres ; the silver 
medal. 

Conditions the same as foi- preserving 
turnips, Art. 29; — And the accounts to be 
produced on or before the first Tuesday in 
Deccm'ber, 1811. 

33. Preserving Carrots, Parsnips, 
OR Beets. To the pereon who shall dis- 
cover to the Society the best and cheap.est 
method of preserving carrots, parsnips, or 
beets, perfectly sound, and in every rcspecit 
fit for tile purpose of supporting horses, and 
fattening sheep aiid neat cattle, during the

35. Preserving Potatoes. To the per- 
son who shall discover to the Society the 
best and cheapest method of preserving po- 
tatoes, two or more years, perfectly sound, 
without vegetating, and in every oilier re- 
spect fit for the purpose of sets ai •! the use 
of the table, and consequently of support- 
ing and fattening cattle ; the golQ medal, or 
thirty guineas. 

It is required that a full and accurate ac- 
count of the method employed, and the ex- 
pense attending the process, with certificates 
that one hundred bushels at the least ^ave 
been preserved according to the method de- 
scribed, and that one or more bushels of Ihe 
same potatoes have been set, and produced 
a crop without any apparent diminution of 
their vegetative power, and also tliat they 
have been used at table, with entire satisfac- 
tion to the person who eat of them, togetlier 
with a sample of one bushel, be sent to the 
Society on or before the first Tuesday in 
December, 1811. 

36. For the next greatest quantity, not 
less than fifty bushels; the silver medal. 

87. Making Meadow-Hay in wet 
Weather. To the person who shall dis- 
cover to the Society the best and cheapest 
method, superior to any hitherto practised, 
of making meadow-hay in %vct weather; the 
gold medal. 

A full account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attending the process, 
with not less than fifty-six poundsof the hay ; 
*nd certificates that at least the produce of 
six acres of land has been made according 
to the method described, and that the whole 
i&of equal quality with the samjile; to be 
produced on or before the first Tuesday in 
January, 1812. 

38. Harvesting Corn in wet Wea- 
ther. To the person who shall discover to 
the Society the best and cheapest method, 
superior to any hitherto practised, of har- 
vesting corn in wet weather ; the gold me- 
dal. 

A full account of the method employed, 
and of the expense attending the process, 
with not less than two sheaves of the corn, 
and certificates that at least the produce of 
ten acres has been harvested according to 
the method described, and that the whole is 
of equal quality with the samples, to be 
produced on or before the first Tuesday in 
January, 1812.

No performance shall be admitted, that 
has obtained a premium, reward, or grati- 
fication, from any other society, or aca- 
dettiy, or bi-en offered for that purpose. 

it is required, that ih" matters for which 
premiums .ire offered, be delivered in with- 
out names, or any intinr-ition to whom they 
belong; th>at each particidar thing be mark- 
ed in what manner each clnimant thinks fit, 
such claimant sending with it a paper sealed 
up, having on the outside a corresponding 
mark, and on the inside the claimant's name, 
residence, and age ; which paper is not to 
be opened unless the candidate be success- 
ful, or by .a special vote of the Society.

shall be adjudged to deserve, or of withholding the whole if there be no merit, yet the 
candidates may be assured the Society will always judge liberally of their sevetNl claims. 

All candidates are to take notice, that no claim for a premium will be attended to, 
unless the conditions of the advertisement are fully complied with. 

All models of machines, which obtain premiums or bounties, shall be the projjerty of 
the Society ; and, where a premium or bounty is given for any machine, a perfect model 
and description thereof shall be given to the Society. 

All the premiums of this Society are designed for Great Britain and Ireland, unless 
expressly mentioned to the contrary. 

The claims shall be determined as soon as possible after the delivery of the specimens^ 

It is expected that all articles for claims or bouiities be sent to the Society, carriage paid. 

No person shall receive any premium, bounty, or encouragement, from the Society < 
for any matter for which he teis obtained, or purposes to obtain, a patent, or for which 
he has obtained, or expects any premium or reward from any other Society. 

A candidate for a premium, or a person applying for a bounty, being detected in any 
disingenuous method to impose on the Society, shall forfeit such bounty, and be deemed 
incapable of obtaining any for the future. 

No member of this Society shall be a candidate for, or entitled to receive, any pre- 
mium, bounty, or reward whatsoever, except the honorary medal of the Society. The 
candidates are, in all cases, expected to furnish a particular account of the subject of 
their claims ; and where certificates are required to be produced in claim of premiums^ 
they should be ex|H-essed, as nearly as possible, in the words of the respective advertise- 
ments, and be signed by persons who have a positive knowledge of the facts stated. 

Where premiums or bounties are obtained in consequence of specimens produced, the 
Society mean to retain such part of those specimens as they may judge necessary, making 
a reasonable allowance for the same. 

No candidate, not a member, shall be present at any meeting of the Society or Com- 
mittees, or admitted at the Society's rooms, after they have delivered in their claims, until 
such claims are adjudged, unless summoned by the Committee.
